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BACKGROUND  AND  PURPOSE 


"i  have  the  impression  that  when  we  talk  so 
confidently  of  liberty,  we  are  unaware  of 
the  awful  servitude  of  poverty  .  .  .  when 
means  are  so  small  that  there  is  literally 
...  no  choice."

When  one  studies  poverty,  several  things  become  rapidly  apparent,  first, 
poverty,  when  we  talk  about  it  at  a  societal  level,  is  an  abstraction.  while 
we  would  have  little  problem  defining  poverty  at  an  individual  level,  devising 
a  method  to  identify  the  poor  in  a  neighborhood,  a  state,  or  as  a  nation,  be- 
comes quite  difficult.  second,  poverty  is  relative.  it  is  for  this  reason 
that,  in  the  richest  nation  in  the  world,  one  person  in  ten  can  be  designated 
as  poor.  in  less  affluent  countries,  poverty  is  equated  with  living  at  the 
brink  of  subsistence. 

In  America,  a  country  that  embraces  the  philosophy  of  equality  and  oppor- 
tunity (AND  HAS  THE  MEANS  TO  PROVIDE  IT),  POVERTY  TAKES  ON  ANOTHER  MEANING. 

Many  poor  Americans  are  faced  with  a  total  lack  of  opportunity.  For  this  sector 
of  society,  doors  are  closed.  jobs  are  not  available.  adequate  diets  are  not 
OBTAINABLE.  And  even  energy  for  home  heat  may  be  unaffordable  and  out  OF  REACH. 

in  1964,  the  nation  launched  its  anti -poverty  program.  the  philosophy  be- 
hind the  anti -poverty  effort  was  perhaps  best  outlined  by  president  lyndon  b. 
Johnson  on  March  16  of  that  year,  when  he  said: 

"Helping  some  will  insure  the  prosperity  of  us  all; 
an  investment  in  the  most  valuable  of  our  resources 
—  the  skills  and  strengths  of  our  people  ...  in 
the  future  this  investment  will  return  its  cost 
many-fold  to  our  economy . " 
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OUR  APPROACH  TO  FIGHTING  POVERTY  HAS  CHANGED  SINCE  1964,  BUT  THE  IMPORTANCE 
OF  THE  MISSION  REMAINS  THE  SAME.   AS  A  NATION  AND  AS  A  STATE,  WE  MUST  CONTINUE 
OUR  EFFORTS  TO  HELP  LOW-INCOME  PEOPLE  HELP  THEMSELVES. 

AT  THE  NATIONAL  LEVEL,  THE  COMMUNITY  SERVICES  ADMINISTRATION  (CSA)  HAS  THE 
OVERALL  RESPONSIBILITY  OF  ATTACKING  POVERTY.   IT  SEEKS  TO  ACCOMPLISH  THIS  GOAL 
BY  HELPING  LOW- INCOME  FAMILIES  AND  INDIVIDUALS  ATTAIN  ECONOMIC  SELF-SUFFICIENCY. 

One  of  the  main  tools  used  by  CSA  are  the  State  Economic  Opportunity  Offices 
(SEOO'S). 

An  SEOO  advises  CSA  on  the  extent  and  causes  of  poverty  in  its  state.  It 
mobilizes  resources,  represents  the  poor  and  operates  special  programs  to  assist 
low-income  people. 

The  Community  Services  Division  of  the  Montana  Department  of  Community 
Affairs  serves  as  Montana's  SEOO.  This  book  is  an  effort  to  further  our  mis- 
sion as  an  SEOO. 

The  gathering  and  presentation  of  various  statistical  data  was  accomplished 
in  compliance  with  federal  program  guidelines,  as  found  under  the  prelude  sec- 
tion of  this  edition.  The  major  objectives  of  this  PUBLICATION  ARE: 


TO  INFORM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  OFFICE  AND  THE  REG- 
IONAL Office  of  the  Community  Services  Admin- 
istration, ON  AN  ANNUAL  BASIS,  OF  THE  CHARAC- 
TERISTIC TRENDS  OF  THE  POVERTY  POPULATION  IN 
THIS  STATE. 

TO  FORMULATE  AN  ANALYSIS  OF  POVERTY  IN  THE 
STATE  AND  TO  MAKE  RECOMMENDATIONS  AND  SUGGEST 
PRIORITIES  FOR  PROGRAMS  THAT  ARE  DESIGNED  TO 
COMBAT  THE  PROBLEMS  OF  POVERTY  AT  A  LOCAL  LEVEL. 

TO  SERVE  AS  A  GUIDE  AND  REFERENCE  SOURCE  FOR 
DECISION-MAKERS  AND  PLANNERS. 

TO  SUMMARIZE  PERTINENT  DATA  AND  TO  PRESENT  THAT 
DATA  IN  THE  MOST  UNDERSTANDABLE  AND  COMPREHEN- 
SIVE FORM. 

TO  PROVIDE  A  FIRST  STEP  TOWARD  THE  IMPLEMENTA- 
TION OF  A  STANDARDIZED  INFORMATION  BASE,  WITH 
SPECIFIC  EMPHASIS  DIRECTED  TOWARD  MONTANA'S 
SOCIALLY  AND  ECONOMICALLY  DEPRIVED  CITIZENS. 
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If  the  needs  of  the  poor  are  to  be  identified,  assigned  priorities,  re- 
sources ALLOCATED  AND  PROGRAMS  MOUNTED  TO  TREAT  THE  CAUSES  AND  EFFECT  OF  POV- 
erty, then  a  more  comprehensive  view  of  reality  must  be  obtained.  state  and 
Federal  decision-makers  should  find  data  in  this  volume  that  will  help  them 
more  realistically  assess  needs,  and  devise  programs  to  meet  those  needs.  a 
major  focus  of  this  publication  has  been  to  provide  a  reliable,  current  and 
comprehensive  data  base  for  local  decision-makers  and  planners.  in  our  work 
with  local  government  agencies  and  private  non-profit  groups,  we  have  found 
a  critical  need  for  such  information.  we  have  strived  to  secure  current  pov- 
erty data  and  to  compile  it  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  useful  to  the  many  groups 
who  have  need  for  such  information. 

the  consistent  utilization  of  graphics  throughout  this  edition  was  designed 
for  quick  communication  of  essential  knowledge.  the  combination  of  graphics  and 
tabular  information  will  allow  those  using  this  book  to  quickly  identify  and 
further  investigate  problematic  areas  under  consideration.  component  data  re- 
lating to  the  eighteen  major  indicators  is  further  displayed  in  graphic  and  tab- 
ular breakdown  within  the  respective  county  profiles,  which  complements  empir- 
ical evidence  traditionally  used  by  planners  with  limited  access  to  information. 

In  Part  III  of  this  report,  each  county  in  the  State  has  a  four-page  pro- 
file. These  pages  contain  a  standardized  presentation  of  important  socio- 
economic indicators.  The  fourth  page  of  each  county  profile  contains  much  of 
the  raw  data  used  in  the  graphic  presentation.  the  remainder  of  the  raw  data 
for  the  counties  is  included  in  part  iv. 

besides  the  county  profiles,  part  ii  of  this  document  contains  a  profile 
of  poverty  in  montana  and  an  analysis  of  the  poverty  problem.  this  report 
should  enable  public  and  private  agencies,  local  organizations  and  individuals 
to  better  plan  programs  to  help  the  poor  and  should  help  groups  to  direct  their 
resources  in  a  more  effective  and  efficient  manner. 

GENERAL  DATA  CONSIDERATIONS 

WE  HAVE  PROVIDED  DATA  IN  THIS  PUBLICATION  THAT  GOES  BEYOND  THE  NORMAL  DATA 
PROVIDED  BY  THE  1970  CENSUS.   THUS,  WE  HAVE  USED  AS  MUCH  UP-DATED  DATA  AS 
POSSIBLE  TO  PROVIDE  SOCIO-ECONOMIC  INDICATORS  THAT  SHOULD  DESCRIBE  THE  SCOPE 
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AND  NATURE  OF  POVERTY  IN  THE  COUNTIES  AND  AT  THE  STATE  LEVEL.   DUE  TO  THE  LIMIT- 
ATIONS INHERENT  IN  DATA  COLLECTION  AND  REPORTING,  THE  FOLLOWING  LIST  OF  CONSID- 
ERATIONS SHOULD  BE  KEPT  IN  MIND  WHILE  REVIEWING  THE  INFORMATION  CONTAINED  IN 
THIS  REPORT. 


1.  The  sources,  descriptions  and  POSSIBLE  RESTRICTIONS  of  all  data 

ARE  LISTED  IN  APPENDIX  A. 

2.  THE  READER  IS  encouraged  to  review  thoroughly  the  data  components 
that  make  up  the  overall  indices  to  discern  trends,  and  attempt 
to  isolate  those  that  might  be  most  important. 

3.  Each  indicator  should  be  examined  in  terms  of  its  relationship  to 
other  indicators.  for  example,  the  total  number  of  poor  in  an 
area  cannot  be  determined  only  by  looking  at  the  welfare  caseload. 
Some  underprivileged  refuse  to  apply  for  welfare  because  of  a 
stigma  attached  to  the  program,  or  because  of  their  unfamili arity 
with  the  program.  other  indicators  may  give  a  more  accurate  des- 
cription of  the  number  of  poor. 

4.  Some  counties  with  very  small  populations  may  have  a  low  incidence 
OF  A  given  characteristic,  in  that  a  single  death  or  admission  may 
give  an  unrealistic  view  of  the  actual  circumstance.  incidences 

or  rates  in  such  counties  may  fluctuate  widely.  care  in  such  cases 
should  be  used  before  conclusions  based  on  such  data  are  reached. 

5.  There  are  many  persons  receiving  assistance  from  more  than  one 
agency.  Duplications  of  individuals  receiving  public  assistance 
may  be  encountered.  for  example,  it  is  very  possible  that  an  ssi 
recipient  may  also  receive  food  stamps. 

6.  as  new  and  better  data  becomes  available,  this  report  should  be 
UPDATED.  Users  are  encouraged  to  examine  source  documents  to 
determine  if  updates  are  available. 

7.  Much  of  the  information  collected  for  this  report  is  based  upon 
sample  data.  in  a  sample,  not  everyone  in  a  specific  population  is 
counted.  U.S.  Census  estimates  of  the  poverty  population  are  based 

ON  A  20%  SAMPLING  OF  THE  POPULATION.   HUMAN  AND  MECHANICAL  ERRORS 
MAY  ALSO  OCCUR  IN  LARGE  DATA  GATHERINGS. 
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HOW  THE  INDICATORS  ARE  DISPLAYED 

The  indicators  used  throughout  the  graphic  presentation  of  this  report  are 
those  this  department  determined  are  most  closely  associated  with  poverty.  al- 
though the  health-medical  indicator  does  not  signify  poverty,  it  was  used  to 
illustrate  an  abundance  or  deficiency  in  services  available.

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ANALYSIS  OF  POVERTY  IN  MONTANA 

In  this  section  we  will  try  to  analyze  the  overall  problems  facing  low- 
income  MONTANANS.   IT  IS  IMPORTANT  TO  REMEMBER,  HOWEVER,  THAT  THE  STATISTICS 
THAT  WE  USE  REPRESENT  REAL  PEOPLE  WITH  REAL  PROBLEMS.   WHILE  ABSTRACTIONS  ARE 
USEFUL  FOR  CHARTING  TRENDS  AND  PROJECTING  PROBLEMS,  THEY  SOMETIMES  CAUSE  US  TO 
IGNORE  WHAT  THE  PROBLEMS  MEAN  TO  PEOPLE.   THIS  CONSIDERATION  MUST  GUIDE  US  IN 
OUR  ANALYSIS  OF  POVERTY  IN  MONTANA. 

MEASURING  POVERTY 

IN  GENERAL,  POVERTY  CAN  BE  DEFINED  AS  A  LACK  OF  GOODS  AND  SERVICES  NEEDED 
FOR  AN  ADEQUATE  STANDARD  OF  LIVING.   TRADITIONALLY,  POVERTY  LEVELS  HAVE  BEEN 
BASED  ON  INCOME.   IN  1964,  THE  SOCIAL  SECURITY  ADMINISTRATION  DEVELOPED  A  POV- 
ERTY INDEX  THAT  HAS  BECOME  THE  STANDARD  GUIDE  FOR  MEASURING  POVERTY.   THEY  BASED 
THEIR  INDEX  ON  THE  COST  OF  A  MINIMUM  DIET  IN  1955  OF  ROUGHLY  $1.55  A  DAY  (1979 
EQUIVALENT)  FOR  FOOD  FOR  A  FOUR-MEMBER  FAMILY.   THE  TOTAL  COST  OF  LIVING  WAS 
ESTIMATED  TO  BE  THREE  TIMES  FOOD  EXPENDITURES.   SINCE  THE  GUIDELINES  WERE  ESTAB- 
LISHED, THEY  HAVE  BEEN  ADJUSTED  ANNUALLY  TO  REFLECT  CHANGES  IN  CONSUMER  PRICES. 
THE  1979-80  POVERTY  INDEX  IS:

The  index  was  based  on  a  food  budget  that  was  designed  for  temporary  or  emer- 
gency USE  AND  THAT  WAS  INADEQUATE  FOR  A  PERMANENT  DIET.   FOR  A  FAMILY  OF  FOUR, 
AN  ANNUAL  INCOME  OF  $6,700  PROVIDES  ONLY  THE  BAREST  SUBSISTENCE.   SINCE  THE 
POVERTY  INDEX  WAS  DEVISED,  THE  AMOUNT  THAT  FAMILIES  SPEND  ON  VARIOUS  BUDGET 
ITEMS  HAS  CHANGED.   THE  INDEX  WAS  BASED  ON  THE  FINDINGS  THAT  A  FAMILY  SPENDS  33% 
OF  THEIR  INCOME  ON  FOOD.   RECENT  DATA  INDICATES  THAT  THIS  PERCENTAGE  HAS  FALLEN 
TO  28%. 
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This  poverty  index  is  adjusted  only  for  price  increases,  but  not  for  rising 
living  standards.  for  example ,  while  the  national  poverty  level  increased  only 
two-fifths  between  1960  and  1974,  median  family  income  increased  from  1.9  times 
the  poverty  level  (1960)  to  2.5  times  the  poverty  level  in  1974.  thus,  the  poor 
are  falling  further  behind  the  average  american.  this  index,  however,  is  still 
the  most  widely-accepted  measure  of  poverty. 

at  the  state  level,  people  below  the  poverty  index  have  been  counted  twice 
in  the  past  decade.  in  1970,  the  u.s.  census  measured  poverty  as  it  existed  in 
1969.  This  census  was  taken  of  all  Montanans,  and  its  DATA  PROVIDES  the  most 

ACCURATE  MEASURE  OF  POVERTY  THAT  WE  HAVE  AVAILABLE. 

IN  1975,  A  SPECIAL  SURVEY  OF  INCOME  AND  EDUCATION  (SIE)  WAS  TAKEN.   THE  SIE 
WAS  BASED  ON  A  SAMPLE  OF  190,000  HOUSEHOLDS  NATIONWIDE.   COMPARISON  OF  THIS  SUR- 
VEY AND  CENSUS  DATA  PROVIDES  US  WITH  AN  IDEA  OF  THE  PROGRESS  WE  HAVE  MADE  IN 
REDUCING  POVERTY  BETWEEN  1970  AND  1975. 

THE  1970  CENSUS  REPORTED  676,437  PERSONS  IN  MONTANA,  OF  WHICH  91,669  WERE 
POOR;  THEREFORE,  SOME  13.5%  OF  ALL  STATE  RESIDENTS  HAVE  INCOMES  BELOW  POVERTY. 
THE  1975  SIE  REPORTED  THAT  FROM  A  TOTAL  POPULATION  OF  744,510,  ABOUT  85,330,  OR 
11.5%  OF  THE  STATE'S  POPULATION,  WERE  POOR.   IN  FIVE  YEARS,  THE  POVERTY  POPULA- 
TION DROPPED  BY  2%.   AS  WE  WILL  DETAIL  LATER,  MOST  OF  THE  REDUCTION  WAS  DUE  TO 
IMPROVED  PROGRAMS  AND  BENEFITS  FOR  SENIOR  CITIZENS.   STRONG  ECONOMIC  GROWTH  IN 
THE  FIVE-YEAR  PERIOD  WAS  CERTAINLY  ANOTHER  MAJOR  FACTOR  RESULTING  IN  THE  REDUC- 
TION IN  THE  PERCENTAGE  OF  POOR. 

Montana's  poverty  rate  of  h.5%  is  slightly  higher  than  that  of  the  U.S. 
average  of  11.4%.  the  reduction  of  poverty  in  montana  parallels  a  nationwide 
reduction  of  poverty  from  13.7%  (1970)  to  11.4%  (1975).  montana  moved  from  a 
position  in  1970  of  being  slightly  below  the  nation's  poverty  rate  to  a  posi- 
tion of  being  slightly  ahead  in  1975. 

In  the  west,  Montana  is  second  highest  in  percentage  of  people  below  pov- 
erty.

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AS  A  STATE,  WE  NEED  TO  BE  AWARE  THAT  REDUCTION  OF  OUR  POVERTY  POPULATION 
HAS  NOT  BEEN  AS  GREAT  AS  IN  THE  OTHER  WESTERN  STATES.   WE  MUST  BE  COGNIZANT  OF 
THAT  FACT  IN  STATE  PLANNING  EFFORTS  IF  WE  ARE  TO  ADDRESS  THIS  PROBLEM.   AS  WE 
MOVE  INTO  THE  DECADE  OF  THE  EIGHTIES,  THERE  IS  A  REAL  DANGER  THAT  THE  POOR  MAY 
BECOME  INVISIBLE  AGAIN.   THE  ATTENTION  PAID  TO  POOR  PEOPLE  IN  THE  LATE  1960*S 
AND  EARLY  1970'S  ACHIEVED  MEASURABLE  AND  SUBSTANTIAL  GAINS.   WE  NEED  TO  BE 
CONTINUALLY  AWARE  OF  OUR  POVERTY  PROBLEMS  SO  THAT  WE  DO  NOT  LOSE  THE  GAINS  WE 
HAVE  WON. 

IDENTIFYING  THE  POOR 

The  overall  incidence  of  poverty  is  related  to  age,  race,  sex  of  family 
head,  work  status  and  educational  attainment.  each  of  these  areas  needs  to  be 
analyzed  to  fully  understand  the  poverty  problem. 

Before  we  analyze  poverty  as  it  affects  these  groups,  an  explanation  of  the 
permanence  of  the  poverty  population  is  needed.  it  appears  that  the  poverty 
population  is  not  a  stable  one.  evidence  tends  to  show  that  the  poor  population 
is  in  a  constant  state  of  flux.  a  six-year  longitudinal  study  of  5,000  families 
found  that  only  25%  of  all  those  familes  were  counted  as  poor  during  the  entire 
period.  the  proportion  of  u.s.  poor  in  1968  who  were  poor  in  1969  varied  from 
about  half  of  the  families  headed  by  white  males  to  two-thirds  headed  by  non- 
white  males  and  white  females,  to  three-quarters  headed  by  non-white  females. 
There  are  certain  groups  then,  mainly  composed  of  the  elderly,  disabled  and 
female-headed  households,  which  make  up  a  core  group  of  poor.  the  majority  of 
low-income  people  are  poor  due  to  circumstances  such  as  unemployment,  illness, 
divorce  or  economic  crisis.  the  poor  population  seems  to  be  made  up  of  the 
following  groups: 

AGED 

A  SUBSTANTIAL  NUMBER  OF  THE  POOR  ARE  SENIOR  CITIZENS.   LACK  OF  BENEFITS  FOR 
THOSE  OVER  65,  PENSIONS  OR  INSURANCE  PLANS  THAT  HAVE  NOT  KEPT  PACE  WITH  INFLA- 
TION, AND  THE  ALMOST  TOTAL  LACK  OF  INCOME  OPPORTUNITY  FOR  THE  ELDERLY  HAVE  RE- 
SULTED IN  THEIR  GREATER  LIKELIHOOD  TO  BE  POOR.   HOWEVER,  GAINS  IN  FIGHTING 
POVERTY  AMONG  THE  ELDERLY  IN  MONTANA  SEEM  TO  HAVE  BEEN  DRAMATIC.   IN  1969, 
16,857  OR  27.5%  OF  ALL  PERSONS  OVER  AGE  65  WERE  POOR.   THE  1975  SIE  REPORTED 
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THAT  9,660,  OR  13.3%  OF  THE  ELDERLY,  WERE  POOR.   ASSUMING  THE  1975  DATA  TO  BE 
RELIABLE,  POVERTY  AMONG  SENIORS  HAS  BEEN  HALVED  SINCE  1970.   IMPROVED  SOCIAL 
AID  FOR  SENIORS,  THE  ADDITION  OF  PROGRAMS  SUCH  AS  SUPPLEMENTAL  SECURITY  INCOME 
(SSI)  AND  THE  INCREASING  NUMBERS  OF  SENIORS  ELIGIBLE  FOR  SOCIAL  SECURITY  HAVE 
RESULTED  IN  THE  DROP  IN  POVERTY  AMONG  SENIORS.   NONETHELESS,  THE  ELDERLY  ARE 
STILL  MORE  LIKELY   TO  BE  POOR  THAN  THE  GENERAL  POPULATION.   FURTHER,  THE  ELDERLY 
HAVE  EVEN  LESS  OPPORTUNITY  TO  REMOVE  THEMSELVES  FROM  POVERTY  THAN  DO  OTHER  SEC- 
TORS OF  THE  POVERTY  POPULATION.   MANY,  BECAUSE  OF  FIXED  INCOMES,  MUST  FACE  THE 
GRIM  REALITY  OF  BEING  POOR  FOR  THE  REST  OF  THEIR  LIVES.   INCOME  SUPPORT  IS 
CLEARLY  ONE  WAY  TO  HELP  IMPROVE  THE  QUALITY  OF  LIFE  FOR  SENIORS.   SUPPORT  LEVELS 
SHOULD  BE  INCREASED  TO  HELP  MOVE  SENIORS  OUT  OF  POVERTY.   OTHER  PROGRAMS,  SUCH 
AS  MEDICAL  CARE,  NURSING  HOME  CARE,  HOME  HEALTH  CARE  AND  ENERGY  ASSISTANCE, 
SHOULD  BE  MAINTAINED  OR  EXPANDED.   ALMOST  ALL  OF  MONTANA'S  2.1%  REDUCTION  IN 
POVERTY  HAS  BEEN  REALIZED  IN  THIS  SUB-GROUP. 

CHILDREN 

The  fact  that  so  many  CHILDREN  are  POOR  IS  especially  concerning  because 

THEY  ARE  DENIED  OPPORTUNITIES  FROM  THE  VERY  START  AND  MUST  OVERCOME  GREAT  BAR- 
RIERS IF  THEY  ARE  TO  ESCAPE  POVERTY.   LARGE  FAMILIES  ARE  OFTEN  DRIVEN  INTO  POV- 
ERTY BY  THE  ADDITION  OF  ANOTHER  FAMILY  MEMBER.   NATIONALLY,  OVER  54%  OF  POOR 
CHILDREN  COME  FROM  FAMILIES  WITH  FIVE  OR  MORE  MEMBERS. 

IN  1970,  SOME  21,998,  OR  12.9%  OF  MONTANA'S  SCHOOL -AGED  CHILDREN,  WERE 
CONSIDERED  POOR.   IN  1975,  22,760,  OR  12.5%,  WERE  CONSIDERED  POOR.   DURING  THAT 
FIVE-YEAR  PERIOD,  THERE  WAS  NO  SUBSTANTIAL  REDUCTION  IN  THE  PERCENTAGE  OF  POOR 
CHILDREN.   OF  CHILDREN  UNDER  18  YEARS  OF  AGE,  13.6%  WERE  POOR  IN  1975.   OF 
CHILDREN  BELOW  THE  AGE  OF  FIVE  YEARS,  15.5%  WERE  POOR;   PRE-SCHOOLERS  (3  TO 
5  YEARS),  18.8%  WERE  POOR. 

FOR  THIS  AGE  GROUP,  WE  MUST  MEET  THE  BASIC  NEEDS  OF  NUTRITION,  HEALTH  AND 
SHELTER  IF  WE  ARE  TO  PROFIT  FROM  THIS  VALUABLE  RESOURCE.   IN  ADDITION,  WE  SHOULD 
EMPHASIZE  AND  EXPAND  PROGRAMS  THAT  PROVIDE  EDUCATION  AND  TRAINING. 

RACE 

Members  of  minority  groups,  including  Hispanics,  are  twice  as  likely  to  be 
poor  as  the  average  montanan.  the  1975  sie  identified  25,400  montanans  as  members 
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OF  A  MINORITY  GROUP,  OR  AS  BEING  OF  SPANISH  ORIGIN.   OF  THAT  GROUP,  25%,  OR  ONE 
IN  FOUR,  WERE  POOR.   THE  PROBLEM  WAS  EVEN  MORE  SERIOUS  FOR  ELDERLY  MINORITIES, 
OF  WHICH  64%  WERE  POOR.   FIFTY -EIGHT  PERCENT  OF  FEMALE-HEADED  FAMILIES  WERE  POOR. 
WE  MUST  STRENGTHEN  AFFIRMATIVE  ACTION  PROGRAMS,  EDUCATION-TRAINING,  AND  INCOME 
SUPPORT,  IN  THE  CASE  OF  THE  ELDERLY,  TO  ASSIST  RACIAL  AND  ETHNIC  MINORITIES. 

SEX 

as  mentioned  earlier,  divorce  and  sexual  discrimination  are  major  causes 
of  poverty.  in  1975,  male  heads  of  households  were  7.5%  likely  to  be  poor. 
Female  heads  of  households  were  37.5%  likely  to  be  in  poverty.  Even  more 
startling  is  the  fact  that  for  poor  children  under  three  years  of  age,  75% 
came  from  families  headed  by  a  female.  programs  that  provide  education  training 
and  day-care  facilities  for  female-headed  households,  and  efforts  to  reduce 
sexual  discrimination,  should  be  increased  and  improved  in  order  to  help  this 
sub-group . 

THE  WORKING  POOR 

Contrary  to  popular  belief,  many  of  the  poor  hold  jobs  in  the  economy.  In 
1974,  over  one  half  of  the  5.1  million  poor  family  heads  worked.  in  1970,  of 
the  male  family  heads  (ages  14-64),  some  65%  were  employed  in  montana.  for  this 
significant  group  of  poor,  wages  are  often  not  enough  to  raise  them  above  the 
poverty  level.  for  many  others,  fast -rising  medical  costs  are  a  deterrent  to 
work.  low  job  skills  and  lack  of  education  translate  into  many  people  who  work 
at  low-paying  jobs  or  intermittent  work.  programs  for  job  training  and  programs 
that  assist  the  working  poor  with  medical  or  other  assistance  need  to  be 
continued. 

UNEMPLOYMENT 

Unemployment  is  also  a  major  cause  of  poverty.  Most  of  the  working-age 
unemployed  poor  are  simply  not  employable  because  of  personal  handicaps  or  the 
unavailability  of  jobs.  in  1970,  some  7.8%  of  poor  male  family  heads  were  un- 
EMPLOYED. For  many  families,  illness  or  disability  is  a  temporary  or  main 

CAUSE  OF  UNEMPLOYMENT.   PROGRAMS  THAT  TRAIN  THE  UNEMPLOYED  AND  PROVIDE  JOB 
PLACEMENT  ARE  THE  BEST  SOLUTION  TO  THIS  SUB-GROUP'S  NEEDS. 
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PROBLEMS  PERCEIVED  BY  THE  POOR 

a  survey  of  696  low- income  people  from  across  the  state  was  conducted  in 
1979.  the  survey  was  a  very  simple  one  in  that  low-income  clients  of  human 
Resource  Development  Councils  were  asked  to  rank  the  five  most  serious  problems 
they  faced.  the  results  of  the  survey  were:

9  Transportation  95 
10  Substandard  Housing  94 

In  1979,  inflation  is  expected  to  rise  to  a  rate  of  10.9%.  While  inflation 
hurts  all  of  us,  the  effects  fall  most  heavily  upon  the  poor.  low- income  peo- 
ple, especially  senior  citizens,  are  most  affected  by  inflation  because  their 
incomes  cannot  keep  pace  with  it.  for  people  whose  budgets  are  already 
stretched  to  the  breaking  point,  inflation  is  becoming  unbearable.  many  poor 
people  are  now  faced  with  the  decision  of  whether  to  eat  or  to  keep  warm.  high 
food  costs  and  fuel  costs  are  major  problems  listed  by  the  poor.  if  our  low- 
income  population  is  to  survive,  we  must  continue  to  devise  ways  to  assist  them 
in  obtaining  the  necessities  of  life  (shelter-fuel-food).  even  with  employment 
at  an  all-time  high  in  montana,  plainly  the  poor  are  the  ones  most  likely  to  be 
unemployed  —  or  underemployed.  on  the  above  chart,  if  lack  of  housing  and  sub- 
standard housing  are  combined,  housing  becomes  the  fifth  most  serious  problem 
to  the  poor.  with  15.5%  interest  rates  and  a  cutback  in  home  lending  credit, 
both  problems  (#5  &  #10)  will  probably  increase  in  magnitude  in  the  coming 
year.  Low-income  people  are  most  concerned  with  the  high  cost  of  living, 
employment  and  housing.  as  we  move  into  the  eighties,  the  rights  of  our  citi- 
zens to  an  adequate  diet,  a  decent  home,  a  job,  and  for  those  unable  to  work 
—  a  living  income  must  be  insured.  if  we  pursue  a  course  without  such  consid- 
erations, the  poor  will  be  most  cruelly  used;  and  the  entire  state  will  suffer 

AS  WELL. 
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1980  AND  THE  POOR 

Finally,  we  must  analyze  the  problems  of  poverty  in  Montana,  using  as  a 
guide  three  important  factors  that  will  be  of  prime  importance  in  the  coming 
year.  These  factors  are  the  economy,  energy  and  demographic  movement. 

THE  ECONOMY 

The  nation  is  almost  certainly  headed  towards  a  significant  recession. 
We  are  already  experiencing  some  of  the  effects  and  they  should  intensify  in  the 
months  ahead.  chase  econometric  associates,  in  their  report  of  october  24,  1979, 
predict  a  decline  in  real  gross  national  product  of  about  3%   next  year.  they 
further  predict  that  once  the  recession  ends,  recovery  will  be  rather  slow  by 
historical  standards.  recent  actions  by  the  federal  reserve  board  will  deepen 
the  recession  and  should  significantly  affect  the  housing  and  lumber  industries. 

While  Montana's  economy  is  usually  less  severely  affected  by  national 
trends  than  more  industrialized  states,  we  are  certain  to  feel  the  consequences 
of  this  recession.  unemployment  is  likely  to  rise,  and  demand  for  services  will 
probably  increase.  most  economists  predict  that  the  forthcoming  recession  will 
be  less  serious  than  the  one  in  1974-75,  but  it  will  be  significant.  therefore, 
the  effects  of  the  1974-75  recession  may  give  us  some  clues  as  to  what  poor 
people  may  expect  in  1980. 

in  the  1974-75  recession,  unemployment  jumped  from  4.8%  to  6.3%.  in  1973, 
14,619  people  were  unemployed  —  and  in  1975,  20,614  were  unemployed;  this 
represents  a  41%  increase  in  the  ranks  of  the  unemployed.  while  agriculture  and 
other  industries  should  be  stable,  down  trends  will  especially  hurt  workers  in 
construction,  forest  industries  and  service  workers  in  the  tourist  industry. 
High  operating  costs  and  possible  business  closures  may  permanently  dislodge 
some  of  these  tourist  workers.  we  should  stand  ready  to  assist  those  workers 
who  are  temporarily  affected. 

State  services  to  low-income  people  will  also  see  increased  demand  if  a 
recession  develops.  during  1974-75,  afdc  (aid  to  families  with  dependent 
Children)  participants  increased  16%,  and  food  stamp  participants  increased  25%. 
In  1980,  Real  Disposable  Income  is  predicted  to  fall  to  its  lowest  level  since 
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1971.  If  this  happens,  the  number  of  "working  poor"  who  need  such  services  as 
food  stamps  or  fuel  assistance  should  greatly  increase. 

ENERGY  CRISIS 

In  the  past  year,  fuel  costs  for  low- income  Montanans  have  risen  sharply. 
Prices  for  fuel  oil  have  doubled  in  one  year  alone.  Prices  for  Canadian  natural 
gas  have  dramatically  increased.  A  report  on  fuel  costs  estimates  that  low- 
income  Montanans  pay  21%  of  their  income  on  fuel.  In  1980  that  percentage  is 
expected  to  rise  to  33%. 

Such  high  fuel  costs  represent  a  crisis  of  major  proportions.  The 
Government  suggests  that  the  average  low- income  family  should  spend  between  25% 
and  30%  on  shelter,  and  10%  on  fuel.  many  low- income  people  may  thus  spend  up 
to  one  half  of  their  limited  income  on  fuel  and  shelter.  further,  the  fuel 
crisis  is  not  a  temporary  problem.  this  problem  warrants  three  priority 
solutions. 

first,  we  must  find  a  way  to  subsidize  fuel  costs  for  low- income  people, 
if  possible,  we  should  try  to  reduce  fuel  costs  to  within  10%  of  their  annual 

INCOME. 

Second,  we  must  help  low- income  people  to  conserve  fuel.  Weather izat ion 
programs  should  be  expanded  to  help  the  low-income  accomplish  this  goal. 

Third,  we  should  explore  ways  to  assist  low- income  people  to  convert  their 
heat  sources  from  fossil  to  low-cost  solar  or  other  alternate  heat  sources. 

DEMOGRAPHIC  TRENDS 

Changes  in  growth  patterns  may  also  affect  the  poverty  population  in 
Montana.  In  the  decade  of  the  i96o's,  the  population  grew  moderately  at  a  rate 

OF  2.7%.   FROM  1970  TO  1978,  THE  POPULATION  INCREASED  BY  12.6%.   THE  NUMBER  OF 
ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  AGE  CHILDREN  (6-13)  WILL  INCREASE  ABOUT  20%  IN  THE  NEXT  YEAR. 
WE  HAVE  ALREADY  OUTLINED  THE  PROBLEM  OF  POVERTY  FOR  CHILDREN;  POVERTY  FOR  THIS 
GROUP  MAY  BE  VERY  SERIOUS  IF  THE  NUMBER  OF  FEMALE-HEADED  HOUSEHOLDS  INCREASES. 
THE  NUMBER  OF  INDIVIDUALS  OF  RETIREMENT  AGE  (+65)  WILL  CONTINUE  TO  GROW  AT  THE 
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present  rate.  as  the  number  of  elderly  increases,  we  should  insure  that 
adequate  levels  of  assistance  are  provided,  and  that  more  elderly  do  not  slip 
into  the  poverty  statistics. 

high  school  and  college  aged  children  are  expected  to  decline  in  numbers 
over  a  five-year  period.  considerations  should  be  taken  to  insure  that  members 
of  this  age  group  find  gainful  employment  within  the  state's  economy.  proper 
job  training  and  vocation  education  can  help  insure  that  indigenous  montanans , 
rather  than  out-of-state  workers,  be  able  to  tap  the  possible  employment  boom 
now  developing  in  eastern  montana. 

Overall  then,  in  1980,  we  face  some  unique  challenges.  As  a  state,  we 
need  to  make  sure  that  the  poor  are  not  forgotten  —  that  our  gains  in  com- 
bating poverty  do  not  fall  victim  to  common  neglect,  inflation  and  recession.

SOURCE.  DESCRIPTION  AND  CAUTIONS  FOR  THE  DATA 

This  section  is  intended  to  aid  the  user  to  become  informed  as  to  the  nature 
of  the  data  included  in  this  report. 

a.  population  by  ccd  (county  census  district)  was  taken  from  the  1970  census. 
It  shows  the  total  number  of  persons  who  fell  below  the  Office  of  Manage- 
ment &  Budget  poverty  guidelines  in  1970.  CCD  data  is  based  upon  a  20% 
SAMPLE,  therefore,  the  number  of  persons  in  each  CCD,  when  added  together, 

MAY  NOT  EQUAL  THE  1970  ESTIMATE  OF  POVERTY  IN  THE  COUNTY. 
B.   POPULATION  BY  SIZE  OF  URBAN  CENTER  IS  BASED  ON  A  1976  POPULATION  ESTIMATE 

provided  by  the  u.s.  department  of  the  census  in  its  series  p-75 ,  n0.765, 
issued  in  January,  1979.  Data  is  based  on  estimates  which  used  births, 
deaths  and  migrations  to  calculate  sub-county  populations.  the  data 
should  indicate  the  urban  or  rural  nature  of  a  county's  population. 

c.  population  by  age  and  sex  is  a  population  'tree'  which  visually  describes 
the  percentage  of  male  or  female  population  by  age  breakdown.  this  data 
was  taken  from  the  1970  census.  printed  data  appears  directly  below  the 
visual  presentation. 

d.  aid  to  dependent  children  represents  the  total  rate  per  1,000  county  pop- 
ulation of  afdc  recipients,  by  quarter.  data  was  drawn  from  information 
contained  in  the  department  of  social  and  rehabilitation  services  statis- 
TICAL Report,  published  monthly. 

e.  health  &  social  disorders  includes  infant  death  rate,  crude  death  rate  and 
divorces  obtained  from  the  State  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental 
Sciences,  Vital  Statistics  for  1978.  Death  rates  are  for  the  year  1978 
and  divorce  rates  are  for  the  year  1977.  all  figures  represent  a  rate 
per  1,000  of  county  population. 
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f.  health  and  medical  is  an  actual  count  of  medical  doctors  and  hospital 
beds,  taken  from  the  health  data  book,  published  by  the  department  of 
Health  and  Environmental  Sciences.  The  number  of  medical  doctors  re- 
flects THE  ACTUAL  NUMBER  PRACTICING  IN  DIRECT  PATIENT  CARE,  AND  DOES  NOT 
INCLUDE  OSTEOPATHIC  PHYSICIANS,  MD'S  IN  ADMINISTRATION,  MEDICAL  RESEARCH 
OR  MD'S  WHO  ARE  NOT  IN  ACTIVE  PRACTICE  FOR  OTHER  REASONS.   THE  DEPART- 
MENT of  Professional  and  Occupational  Licensing  provided  a  list  of  all 
dentists  licensed  by  the  board  of  dentists.  no  distinction  is  made 
between  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  (dds)  and  Doctor  of  Medical  Dentistry  (dmd) 

g.  alcohol  admissions.  given  as  a  rate  per  1,000  of  county  population, 
were  provided  by  the  department  of  institutions.  it  represents  all 
alcohol-related  admissions  to  treatment  facilities  within  the  state  re- 
porting system. 

h.  developmentally  disabled  are  only  those  individuals  served  within  a  coun- 
ty during  1978.  data  was  provided  by  the  department  of  social  &  reha- 
BILITATION Services.  Both  actual  numbers  served  and  a  rate  per  1,000 

ARE  PROVIDED. 
I.   FOOD  STAMPS.   THE  RATE  PER  THOUSAND  OF  FOOD  STAMP  RECIPIENTS  IN  1978,  by 

quarter,  was  obtained  from  the  department  of  social  &  rehabilitation 
Services  Statistical  Report.  The  figures  represent  the  total  number  of 
persons  who  received  food  stamps,  as  opposed  to  the  number  of  food  stamp 

CASES. 

J.  CRIME.  The  1978  crime  statistics  were  provided  by  the  Department  of 
Justice,  Crime  Control  Board.  The  crime  rate  is  a  rate  per  1,000  that 
represents  the  reported  incidence  of  crime  within  seven  major  crime 
catagories. 
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k.  unemployment  is  defined  as  the  number  of  persons  who,  for  an  entire 
week,  did  not  work  at  all,  or  who  were  able  to  work  and  available  for 
work,  but  did  not  find  work.  the  unemployment  rate  represents  the 
number  of  unemployed  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  the  civilian  labor 
force.  Data  was  compiled  from  the  Montana  Employment  and  Labor  Force, 
a  report  produced  by  the  Montana  Department  of  labor  and  Industry. 

L.   EFFECTIVE  BUYING  INCOME  (EBI)  INDICATES  THE  GENERAL  ABILITY  TO  BUY.   IT 
IS  PERSONAL  INCOME  LESS  PERSONAL  TAX,  NON-TAX  PAYMENTS  AND  PERSONAL  CON- 
TRIBUTIONS. Personal  income  is  the  aggregate  of  wages  and  salaries,  other 
labor  income,  proprietor's  income,  rental  income,  dividends  paid  by  cor- 
porations, personal  interest  income  from  all  sources,  and  transfer  pay- 
ments, (such  as  pensions  and  welfare  assistance).  personal  taxes  are 
federal,  state  and  local  taxes.  personal  contributions  are  social  sec- 
urity insurance  payments.  non-tax  payments  are  such  items  as  fines,  fees 
and  penalties.  ebi  is  a  classification  developed  by  sales  &  marketing 
Management,  Inc.,  New  York  City.  This  edition  has  been  extended  the  right 
to  reproduce  copyrighted  data  from  the  1979  survey  of  buying  power,  a 
publication  of  smm,  inc. 

m.  per  capita  income  is  the  estimated  average  amount,  per  person,  of  total 
money  income  received  during  the  calendar  years  of  1969  and  1975  for  all 
persons  residing  in  a  given  county.  the  1975  figure  is  an  estimate  pro- 
VIDED by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  in  their  1979  Population  Esti- 
mates and  Projections. 

n.  heating  fuel  consumption  data  represents  the  primary  fuel  for  heating 
housing  units,  expressed  as  a  percentage.  the  data  was  taken  from  the 
1970  Census  of  Housing. 

0.  inadequate  housing  is  a  measure  of  housing  that  may  be  inadequate,  based 
on  indicators  determined  by  the  department  of  housing  and  urban  develop- 
MENT. For  renters,  the  index  calculated  units  that  lacked  some  or  all 

PLUMBING,  UNITS  WITH  MORE  THAN  1.25  PERSONS  PER  ROOM,  OR  RENTERS  WHO  PAY 
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more  than  25%  of  their  income  for  rent.  for  owners .  the  index  calculated 
units  that  lack  plumbing,  units  with  over  1.25  persons  per  room,  units 
built  before  1939,  units  valued  at  $10,000  or  less  in  urban  areas  and  units 
valued  at  $7,500  or  less  in  rural  areas.  data  was  drawn  from  the  1970 
Census . 

P.  HIGH  SCHOOL  DROP-OUTS  were  provided  by  the  Office  of  Public  Instruction. 
The  drop-out  rate  is  calculated  on  the  basis  of  enrollment.  There  is  no 
indication  why  an  individual  dropped  out  of  school.  For  example,  a  trans- 
fer student  to  another  state  or  area  would  be  considered  in  the  statistic. 
However,  this  indicator  does  give  some  measure  as  to  the  success  of  an 
area's  educational  effort. 

q.  public  assistance  are  those  individuals  who  are  either  on  supplemental 
Security  Income  (SSI),  SSI  to  the  Aged  or  SSI  to  the  Blind  and  Disabled. 
The  graphic  presentation  illustrates  these  statistics  by  rate  per  thou- 
sand OF  COUNTY  POPULATION.   DATA  WAS  RECEIVED  FROM  THE  SUPPLEMENTAL 

Social  Security  Office,  only  for  the  month  of  December.  1978. 

r.  poverty  population  data  was  compiled  from  the  1970  census.  statistics  are 
provided  for  persons  and  families.  the  office  of  management  &  budget 
poverty  guidelines  were  used  to  determine  poverty.  we  have  also  included 
statistics  on  the  number  of  near-poor  who  have  incomes  within  125%  of  the 
poverty  guidelines.  population  estimates  for  1978  and  population  es- 
timates per  square  mile  are  taken  from  the  census  bureau  report,  p-26, 
issued  in  August  1979.
